An Act to amend the Union Duties of Excise (Distribution) 

Act, 1953. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : — 


1 . This Act may be called the Union Duties of Excise (Distribu- c, , < 
tion) Amendment Act, 1956. 


2 . After section 3 of the Union Duties of Excise (Distribution) 
3 of i 9 =; 3 . Act, 1953, the following section shall be inserted, namely : — 

“3A, Section 3 shall have no effect in respect of the 
financial year 1957-58, and during that year, there shall be paid 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India to each of the States 
specified in column 1 of the Table below such percentage of 
the distributable Union duties of excise as is set out against 
it in column 2 .
